In our study we found that concentration of aPAF was 
49.3% higher in borderline hypertension men than in 
normotensive men the . When defining aPAF concentrations above 
mean concentration of control plus two standard deviations 
(i.e. 0 . 144+ (2x0 . 109) =0 . 362 OD405) as positive, 15 men out of 
73 were positive in the borderline hypertension group whereas 
only 3 men out of 73 were positive in the normotensive group. 
Antibodies to PAF as a marker for early atherosclerosis may be 
combined with additional and alternative markers for early 
atherosclerosis to improve the accuracy of the diagnosis, such 
as determining the concentrations of cholesterol, blood lipids 
or p-hydroxyphenyl aldehyde -lysine .
